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U.S. Seeks Release 
O f Merchant Vessel 


M AY H A IL STORM—Thunderstorms deposited nearly an 
inch of rain and hail in Pickaway County late Monday 
afternoon and created an interesting phenomenon on the 
Ashville-Fairfield Rd. between the E. Ringgold Northern Rd. 
and Route 674. Hail balls nearly a half an inch in 
circumference were washed from a field at the “ S’* curve of 
the road and accumulated in drifts up to three feet deep in a 
culvert.

A county roadgrader was called to the scene by County 
Engineer Henry McCrady to open the right lane of the 
roadway. 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The United 
States will fly about 1,000 Marines to 
Thailand in the crisis over Cambodia’s 
seizure of a U.S. cargo ship, Pentagon 
sources reported today. 
The sources said the Marines would 
be flown from Okinawa to the U.S. air 
base at Utapo in southern Thailand. 
There was no immediate word about 
what use would be made of the 
Marines once they reached Thailand, 
but the move apparently was designed 
to back up President Ford’s warning of 
possible “ serious consequences” if the 
new Cambodian government does not 
release the merchant ship Mayaguez 
and its crew. 
The White House said, meanwhile, 
that the Mayaguez, seized Monday 
about eight miles from a small island 
in the Gulf of Thailand, had been 
moved to the island of Koh Tang, some 
30 miles from the Cambodian coast, 
under escort of two Cambodian gun­ 
boats. 
The United States was working 
through intermediary countries to 
obtain release of the merchant ship, 
but also was preparing a number of 
m ilitary options. 
Marines could be flown by helicopter 
or carried by amphibious ship to the 
location of the vessel if Ford should 
decide to commit them in some effort 
to retake the Mayaguez. 
A number of U.S. 7th fleet ships were 
ordered Monday to start steaming 
from the South China Sea area toward 
the Gulf of Thailand, but they were 
given no orders to act beyond that. 
Just after dawn, a White House 
spokesman said U.S. m ilitary planes 
were keeping the captive ship under 
observation. 
If diplomacy fails, Ford will face the 
difficult decision of whether to use 
m ilitary force to rescue the ship 
Mayaguez and its 39-man crew. 
Adding to that difficulty, some ad­ 
ministration sources said, was the 
question of whether the United States 
could afford the appearance of 
weakness in Southeast Asia in the 
wake of the collapse of American- 
backed governments in Cambodia and 
South Vietnam. 
White House counsel Philip W. 
Buchen said that neither of two laws 
restricting presidential use of military 
force would prevent Ford from calling 
on U.S. armed forces in this instance. 
Warships from the U.S. 7th Fleet 
reportedly have started moving 
toward the Gulf of Thailand where the 


unarmed Mayaguez was fired upon 
and seized by a Cambodian gunboat 
Monday. 
But administration sources said 
Ford hopes to recover the ship through 
diplomatic channels, reportedly using 
China and other countries as inter­ 
mediaries. The United States has no 
direct ties with Cambodia’s new 
Khmer Rouge government. 
Both Ford and Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger called the ship’s 
capture “ an act of piracy.” Ford said 
through a spokesman that Cambodia’s 
failure to release the ship “ would have 
the most serious consequences.” That 
diplomatically tough language is used 
only in grave situations carrying the 
possibility of military action. 
Newsmen traveling with Kissinger 
to St. Louis learned the United States 
has told Cambodia it won’t allow ex­ 
tended detention of the ship. 
There was no clear pattern of 
congressional opinion on how to deal 
with the seizure. Chairman John J. 
Sparkman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee said, “ We ought

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — The State 
Board of Education approved Monday 
a State Plan for Vocational Education, 
projecting major career needs in Ohio 
through 1980. 
The plan reflects an anticipated 
increase in employment over the next 
five years in the areas of wholesale 
and retail trade, medical and health 
services, finance, insurance and real 
estate, with a decline in agriculture 
and food products. 
Some of the vocational education 
courses planned deal with avionics, 
coal mining, international business, 
marine mechanics and telelectrical 
communications. 
In other business, the board received 
a progress report from the Teacher 
Education and Certification Advisory 
Commission, which is examining the 
state’s teacher preparation schools. 
Sister Mary Michael Spangler of 
Ohio Dominican College, chairperson 
of the commission, said recom­ 
mendations on the 12 institutions in­ 
spected this year will be ready for the 
board in July. 
The board dissolved the Crawford- 
Upper Sandusky Area Joint Vocational 
Board of Education and approved the 
city districts of Bucyrus and Galion 
and local districts of Colonel Crawford 
and Wynford for membership in the 
Pioneer Joint Vocational School Dis­ 
trict. 
One other member of the dissolved 
district, Upper Sandusky Exempted 
Village School District, was given until 
Sept. 1 to make final vocational 
arrangements.

—Statements of “ legislative intent” 
that outline — sometimes is ex­ 
cruciating detail — how state agencies 
should spend their money and what 
they should achieve. The GOP fears 
Democratic legislative leaders are 
invading executive territory and 
setting Rhodes up as a “ straw man.” 
The shifting of funds among various 
agencies and cutbacks on many of 
Rhodes’ departmental requests in 
what Young describes as a “ copout” 
and “ phony” effort to balance the 
budget. 
—Removal of transportation ($721 
million) and capital improvement 
($645 m illion) appropriations, ac­ 
counting for the bulk of the difference 
between Rhodes’ record $12.1 billion 
proposal and the Democrats’ $10.68 
billion version. 
Democratic leaders argue that they 
were left holding the bag when Rhodes 
opened up a $260 million deficit in his 
budget by abandoning a plan to require 
advance payment of the corporate 
franchise tax. 
The rewritten budget requires no 
new or increased taxes and provides 
significant increases for education, 
welfare and mental health.

to go after it,” and Sen. James L. 
Buckley, Con.-R-N.Y., urged “ im­ 
mediate punitive air and naval attacks 
on appropriate targets in Cambodia.” 
But Sen. Jacob K. Javits, R-N.Y., 
said, “ Let’s keep our shirts on and see 
if they return the ship.” 
White House Press Secretary Ron 
Nessen said the Mayaguez was seized 
in international waters, 60 miles off the 
coast of Cambodia and about eight 
miles from a small rock island ap­ 
parently claimed by both Cambodia 
and Vietnam. He said no crew 
members were injured. 
Although the United States considers 
all waters more than three miles 
seaward to be in international 
territory, Cambodia is one of about 40 
nations that claim jurisdiction over 
waters extending 12 miles from shore. 
Several South American countries 
which claim a 200-mile limit have 
seized American tuna boats which 
were returned following diplomatic 
protests and the payment of fines. 
Nessen said the Mayaguez was not a 
spy vessel. Its owners, the Sea-I^ind 


Corp. of Menlo Park, N .J., said it 
carried a military and commercial 
cargo with an estimated value of $1 
million. The firm also said the ship had 
an insured value of $5 million and a 
replacement value of $2 million. 
Sources in Bangkok, Thailand, 
reported that an SOS message radioed 
from the ship as it was being attacked 
said, “ We’re being fired upon and 
boarded by Cambodians. Vessels in 
vicinity please keep assisting.** 
Administration sources said no U.S. 
ships were nearby when the Mayaguez 
was seized. The American naval 
vessels ordered to sail to the Gulf of 
Thailand were reported two days away 
at the time. 
The ship and its crew were forced to 
the Cambodian port of Kompong S om, 
102 miles from the location messaged 
by the Mayaguez. Before its capture it 
was en route from Hong Kong to 
Thailand and was due in the Th ai 
seaport of Sattahip today. 
U.S. officials were uncertain about 
Cambodia’s motives for taking the

Agriculture Department official hired 
by farm groups have been rounding up 
House votes to override President 
Ford’s veto of a farm bill. 
Opponents predicted they would still 
win by 20 votes today on the vote to 
override or sustain Ford’s May 1 veto. 
A two-thirds majority of those voting is 
needed to override. 
Ford called the legislation “ an 
example of increased nonessential 
spending” that would go beyond his 
fiscal 1976 budget, which calls for a $60 
billion deficit. He accepted Agriculture 
Secretary Earl L. Butz’s estimates 
that the costs of the bill were open- 
ended and would mean at least $1.8 
billion more in deficit spending. 
Sponsors of the one-year measure, 
who did not include the outlay for 
production loans that would be repaid, 
estimated the net cost to the govern­ 
ment at $210 million. Only negligible 
effects on retail food prices were 
foreseen. 
For 1975 crops, the biU would in­ 
crease target prices and loan rates on 
wheat by 51 per cent, com by 63 per 


cent, and cotton by about 18 per cent. 
It would mandate dairy-product 
price supports at 80 per cent of parity 
with quarterly readjustments ac­ 
cording to changes in production costs. 
It also would establish for this season a 
loan program for soybeans. 
Rep. Paul Findley, R-Ill., says arm- 
twisting has been plentiful since 
Ford’s veto. 
For instance, “ H. Willis Tibler, 
veteran lobbyist for the National Milk 
Producers Federation, is busily pacing 
the corridors trying to milk some over­ 
ride votes from members who 
previously voted against the bill,” he 
said. 
The measure first passed the House 
March 20 by a 259-162 vote. Six days 
later, the Senate passed a much 
broader and more liberal version, 57 to 
25. 
The final bill, only slightly different 
from the original House draft, then 
passed the Senate without objection 
April 17 and was approved by the 
House 248 to 166, 28 votes short of two- 
thirds needed to override the veto if the 
same number of congressmen were 
voting.

M anure Remains Best Fertilizer 


DAYTON, Ohio 
(A P)-Fancy fer- 
tlizers created in labortories don’t 
measure up to that provided by horses 
or cows, Dayton dealers in garden 
supplies agree. 
“ Manure helps break up the soil,’’ 
said Carl M. Ixwse, operator of a 
nursery. “ It has bulk, whereas 
chemical fertlizers don’t. 
Ohio gardeners who want good 


humus in their garden buy manure to 
put around their plants rather than 
“ test-tube” stuff, he said. 
Most of the cow manure sold in the 
Dayton area, however, doesn’t come 
from Ohio cows or horses. It is trucked 
in from Omaha, Neb. 
What’s the 
matter with Ohio’s 
animal manure. 
It’s a processing problem, said 


irarry F. Buechly of the GS Supply Co. 
“ It has to be heat treated, weed free 
and steamed,” said Buechly. “ There 
really aren’t any plants like that 
around here.” 
In the big cattle centers, he said 
cattlemen would be faced with a major 
problem if they couldn’t get rid of the 
manure. 
So it’s processed and sold na­ 


tionwide. 
In Dayton, the price of 100 per cent 
manure is about $4.59 for 50 pounds. 
Buechly said some com post-manure 
combinations are sold cheaper. 
A 
Trotwood 
cattle 
company, 
Schearbrook I^nd and livestock Inc., 
has plenty manure but it isn’t selling it. 
“ We use it ourselves,” said Charles F. 
Hara, manager of the firm. It is used 
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as fertlizer on Schearbrook’s farm, 
comes from the city of Milwaukee 
and Hara said he could use some more 
sewer system, he said, 
of it. 
Robert J. Owen, superintendent of 
the Wolf Creek Garden Center, said 
manure does have some drawbacks. 
“ It stinks when it’s dry and it stinks 
worse when it’s wet,” he said. “ The 
odor doesn't last too long. Just a day or 
two.” 
Other animals make fertlizer too, 
said Owen.

(A.) We cha rge a $10 minimum fee fo r 6,000 ga llo ns o f wa ter. Other co sts 
a re ba sed o n usa ge. Fo r ex a mple, we cha rge 8 0 cents per 1 ,000 fo r the nex t 
1 0,000 ga llo ns, 7 0 cents per 1 ,000 fo r the nex t 3 4 ,000 ga llo ns, 65 cents per 1 ,000 
fo r the nex t 1 50,000 ga llo ns, a nd 60 cents per 1 ,000 fo r the nex t 200,000 ga llo ns. 


(Q.) Do y o u ha v e a ny ex tra cha rges such a s insta lla tio n co sts o r depo sits0 


(A.) We ha v e a membership fee o f $3 00. This fee pro v ides fo r the la bo r a nd 
ma teria l fo r the ta p insta lla tio n, a nd is no t a n inco me a cco unt. 
We a lso request a $20 depo sit fo r custo mers who a re renters. Members 
(pro perty o wners) do no t ha v e to ma ke a depo sit fo r wa ter serv ices. 


( Q. ) Why is there a ra ise in the co st to co nsumers? Do y o u ex pect to rea ch 
a ny ceiling in the selling price? 


(A.) Utilities ha v e increa sed to us. We purcha se wa ter fro m Co nsumers 
Wa ter Co . In Ma rch, 1 97 3, they increa sed o ur co st by 24 per cent. In Ma rch, 
197 4 , they a ga in increa sed o ur co sts, this time by 28 .3 per cent. 
In April, 1 97 4 , we were fo rced to pa ss a lo ng to o ur custo mers a fiv e per 
cent ra te increa se. We ha v e no t increa sed o ur ra te since. 
Co nsumers Wa ter Co . ha s a ga in increa sed o ur wa ter co st in Februa ry o f 
this y ea r by a 7 0.3 2 per cent ra te structure. We a re presently perfo rming 
ra te studies to co unter this ex pense.

Its Sesquicentennial 


Eight Plead G uilty

CANAL BOAT—This is a scene along the 
Ohio and Erie Canal at Buckeye Lake. The 
canal system will observe 150th anniversary 
of the beginning of its construction this 


summer. It played an important role in the 
history and the growth of Circleville and 
Pickaway County. 


This year marks the sesquicen­ 
tennial of the beginning of construction 
of the Ohio Canal System and will be 
marked with a celebration at Newark, 
Ohio on July 4th. 
In 1825 vast forests and untraveled 
areas separated the north on I^ake 
Erie from the more populous border on 
the Ohio River. To grow and prosper 
the state needed to connect these areas 
and to transport its farm products. 
Roads were no better than paths 
cleared through the woods. A good 
team might pull a ton or two in good 
weather. On a canal the same team 
might pull a barge loaded with 60 tons 
in good weather or bad. Canal routes 
generally follow the principal river 


valleys, using dams and reservoirs to 
maintain a constant supply of water. 


Ceremonies marking the beginning 
of construction of the Ohio and Erie 
Canal were held near Newark in 
Licking County. On July 4, 1825 
Governor Jeremiah Morrow of Ohio, 
Governor DeWitt Clinton of New York 
and other dignitaries turned the first 
shovelfuls of earth. The Erie Canal in 
New York was completed later that 
year and its construction was a 
valuable source of both information 
and laborers for Ohio’s canal builders. 


With not much more than pick, 
shovel and wheelborrow, the canals 
were dug. The state contracted with

swers on federal tax matters is 
provided by the local office of the U.S. 
Internal Revenue Service and is 
published as a public service to tax­ 
payers. The column answers questions 
most requently asked by taxpayers. 
(Q) As a result of a libel suit, I won 
compensation from an editor of a 
publication who printed damaging 
editorial statements about me. Is this 
compensation taxable? 
(A) Compensation for damages to 
your character or for personal injury 
or illness is not taxable. But punitive 
damages and compensation for lost 
profits are includable in income. 
(Q) I am the executor of a relative’s 
will. When am I supposed to file a tax 
return for him? 
(A) If you must file a final return as 
an executor, administrator or legal 
representative of a taxpayer who died 
during the year, the return is due on 
the fifteenth day of the fourth month 
after the close of the deceased tax­ 
payer’s normal tax year. In most 
cases, this will be April 15. If you must 
file a return for an estate or trust, it is 
due on the fifteenth day of the fourth 
month after the close of its tax year. 
(Q) I had a bad debt which I 
deducted in a previous year. However, 


I recently recovered the money from 
the debtor. How do I handle this on my 
tax return? 
(A) Amounts you recover after 
having deducted them in previous 
years, such as bad debts, medical 
expenses, taxes, losses, etc., must be 
included in your income in the year of 
recovery to the extent that the 
deductions decreased your tax in the 
year they were deducted. 
(Q) Are campaign contributions 
taxable income to a candidate for 
office? 
(A ) Campaign contributions are not 
income to a candidate unless they are 
diverted to his personal use. To be 
exempt from tax, the contributions 
must be spent for campaign purposes 
or retained in a fund for use in future 
campaigns. However, interest earned 
on bank deposits, dividends received 
on contributed securities, and net 
gains on sales of contributed securities 
are taxable and must be reported on 
Form 1041, U.S. Fiduciary Income Tax 
Return.

local farmers as well as experienced 
contractors who had worked on the 
Erie Canal. laborers worked from 
sunrise to sunset for thirty cents a day 
with board and lodging. Work was 
often stopped because of malaria, 
typhoid, cholera and smallpox as well 
as bad weather. 
From Cleveland, then a small 
village on the lake, to Akron, not yet 
much of a village at all, the canal 
followed the Cuyahoga River, South of 
Akron it followed the Tuscarawas. 
Waters of the Muskingham and 
Licking Rivers were used as the canal 
proceeded from Coshocton to Dresden 
and Newark. Then the canal turned 
toward the Scioto River and followed it 
south 
through 
Circleville 
and 
Chillicothe to Portsmouth on the Ohio 
River. 
The Ohio and Erie Canal, over 330 
miles long, was fully completed in 
1834. Many sections had been in use 
before that date. 
Ground-breaking ceremonies for the 
Miami Canal were held near Mid­ 
dletown in Butler County on July 21, 
1825. This canal was to run from 
Cincinnati to Dayton, and satisfied the 
political requirement that the most 
populous part of the state not be left 
out. In later years it became the Miami 
and Erie Canal and continued from 
Dayton through Piqua, Delphos and 
Defiance, then down the Maumee 
valley to Toledo. In 1845 the 266 mile 
long canal was complete. Ohio now had 
two canals linking the Ohio River with 
Lake Erie. 
Eight shorter canals totaling almost 
400 miles were built later with private 
and state funds, linking the two main 
canals with other parts of the state. 
Two in the western part of Ohio joined 
canals in Indiana. Two others linked 
Ohio with Pennsylvania. 
The canals opened the interior of the 
state and increased the income of the 
people. Some portions of the canals 
continued in use into the twentieth 
century, but railroads made the 
canals obsolete. With the advent of 
cheap oil, the steam engine has faded 
away and now the railroads are 
disappearing in favor of high-speed 
highways and air travel. 


Eight men appeared and pleaded 
guilty to felony charges in Pickaway 
County Common Pleas Court Monday 
afternoon.

Elementary School in the I/)gan Elm 
School District and two charges of 
grand theft. The court accepted his 
four guilty pleas and ordered a pre­ 
sentence report to be prepared on him 
by the Adult Parole Authority. 
Charged with one count each of 
breaking and entering and grand theft 
was Robert Welvin, also of Route 4. 
The court ordered a pre-sentence 
report on him too. 
Companion cases involving Duane 
Lee Henderson, Hilliard, and William 
Clement Buck, Delaware, also came 
before Judge Ammer during the 
arraignment session. Both men 
pleaded guilty to breaking and en­ 
tering the American legion and the 
Goodchild Construction Company on 
Route 23. They also admitted charges 
of grand theft at each of the establish­ 
ments. 
The court continued the eight cases 
until a later time since both men are 
presently on probation from Union 
County for similar offenses.

U.S. Seeks Release 
O f Merchant Vessel 


MAY HAIL STORM—Thunderstorms deposited nearly an 
inch of rain and hail in Pickaway County late Monday 
afternoon and created an interesting phenomenon on the 
Ashville-Fairfield Rd. between the E. Ringgold Northern Rd. 
and Route 674. Hail balls nearly a half an inch in 
circumference were washed from a field at the “S” curve of 
the road and accumulated in drifts up to three feet deep in a 
culvert. Pickaway County Sheriff’s Deputy Billy Huffman 
surveys a portion of the drift, which was about 20 yards long. 
A county roadgrader was called to the scene by County 
Engineer Henry McCrady to open the right lane of the 
roadway. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The United 
States will fly about 1,000 Marines to 
Thailand in the crisis over Cambodia’s 
seizure of a U.S. cargo ship, Pentagon 
sources reported today. 
The sources said the Marines would 
be flown from Okinawa to the U.S. air 
base at Utapo in southern Thailand. 
There was no immediate word about 
what use would be made of the 
Marines once they reached Thailand, 
but the move apparently was designed 
to back up President Ford’s warning of 
possible “serious consequences” if the 
new Cambodian government does not 
release the merchant ship Mayaguez 
and its crew. 
The White House said, meanwhile, 
that the Mayaguez, seized Monday 
about eight miles from a small island 
in the Gulf of Thailand, had been 
moved to the island of Koh Tang, some 
30 miles from the Cambodian coast, 
under escort of two Cambodian gun­ 
boats. 
The United States was working 
through intermediary countries to 
obtain release of the merchant ship, 
but also was preparing a number of 
military options. 
Marines could be flown by helicopter 
or carried by amphibious ship to the 
location of the vessel if Ford should 
decide to commit them in some effort 
to retake the Mayaguez. 
A number of U.S. 7th fleet ships were 
ordered Monday to start steaming 
from the South China Sea area toward 
the Gulf of Thailand, but they were 
given no orders to act beyond that. 
Just after dawn, a White House 
spokesman said U.S. military planes 
were keeping the captive ship under 
observation. 
If diplomacy fails, Ford will face the 
difficult decision of whether to use 
military force to rescue the ship 
Mayaguez and its 39-man crew. 
Adding to that difficulty, some ad­ 
ministration sources said, was the 
question of whether the United States 
could afford the appearance of 
weakness in Southeast Asia in the 
wake of the collapse of American- 
backed governments in Cambodia and 
South Vietnam. 
White House counsel Philip W. 
Buchen said that neither of two laws 
restricting presidential use of military 
force would prevent Ford from calling 
on U.S. armed forces in this instance. 
Warships from the U.S. 7th Fleet 
reportedly have started moving 
toward the Gulf of Thailand where the 
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unarmed Mayaguez was fired upon 
and seized by a Cambodian gunboat 
Monday. 
But administration sources said 
Ford hopes to recover the ship through 
diplomatic channels, reportedly using 
China and other countries as inter­ 
mediaries. The United States has no 
direct ties with Cambodia’s new 
Khmer Rouge government. 
Both Ford and Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger called the ship’s 
capture “an act of piracy.” Ford said 
through a spokesman that Cambodia’s 
failure to release the ship “would have 
the most serious consequences.” That 
diplomatically tough language is used 
only in grave situations carrying the 
possibility of military action. 
Newsmen traveling with Kissinger 
to St. Louis learned the United States 
has told Cambodia it won’t allow ex­ 
tended detention of the ship. 
There was no clear pattern of 
congressional opinion on how to deal 
with the seizure. Chairman John J. 
Sparkman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee said, “We ought

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The State 
Board of Education approved Monday 
a State Plan for Vocational Education, 
projecting major career needs in Ohio 
through 1980. 
The plan reflects an anticipated 
increase in employment over the next 
five years in the areas of wholesale 
and retail trade, medical and health 
services, finance, insurance and real 
estate, with a decline in agriculture 
and food products. 
Some of the vocational education 
courses planned deal with avionics, 
coal mining, international business, 
marine mechanics and telelectrical 
communications. 
In other business, the board received 
a progress report from the Teacher 
Education and Certification Advisory 
Commission, which is examining the 
state’s teacher preparation schools. 
Sister Mary Michael Spangler of 
Ohio Dominican College, chairperson 
of the commission, said recom­ 
mendations on the 12 institutions in­ 
spected this year will be ready for the 
board in July. 
The board dissolved the Crawford- 
Upper Sandusky Area Joint Vocational 
Board of Education and approved the 
city districts of Bucyrus and Galion 
and local districts of Colonel Crawford 
and Wynford for membership in the 
Pioneer Joint Vocational School Dis­ 
trict. 
One other member of the dissolved 
district, Upper Sandusky Exempted 
Village School District, was given until 
Sept. I to make final vocational 
arrangements.

Nessen said the Mayaguez was not a 
spy vessel. Its owners, the Sea-Land 


Corp. of Menlo Park, N.J., said it 
carried a military and commercial 
cargo with an estimated value of $1 
million. The firm also said the ship had 
an insured value of $5 million and a 
replacement value of $2 million. 
Sources in Bangkok, Thailand, 
reported that an SOS message radioed 
from the ship as it was being attacked 
said, “We’re being fired upon and 
boarded by Cambodians. Vessels in 
vicinity please keep assisting.”

ships were nearby when the Mayaguez 
was seized. The American naval 
vessels ordered to sail to the Gulf of 
Thailand were reported two days away 
at the time.

Ford called the legislation “an 
example of increased nonessential 
spending” that would go beyond his 
fiscal 1976 budget, which calls for a $60 
billion deficit. He accepted Agriculture 
Secretary Earl L. Butz’s estimates 
that the costs of the bill were open- 
ended and would mean at least $1.8 
billion more in deficit spending. 
Sponsors of the one-year measure, 
who did not include the outlay for 
production loans that would be repaid, 
estimated the net cost to the govern­ 
ment at $210 million. Only negligible 
effects on retail food prices were 
foreseen. 
For 1975 crops, the bill would in­ 
crease target prices and loan rates on 
wheat by 51 per cent, com by 63 per 


cent, and cotton by about 18 per cent. 
It would mandate dairy-product 
price supports at 80 per cent of parity 
with quarterly readjustments ac­ 
cording to changes in production costs. 
It also would establish for this season a 
loan program for soybeans. 
Rep. Paul Findley, R-Ill., says arm- 
twisting has been plentiful since 
Ford’s veto. 
For instance, “H. Willis Tibler, 
veteran lobbyist for the National Milk 
Producers Federation, is busily pacing 
the corridors trying to milk some over­ 
ride votes from members who 
previously voted against the bill,” he 
said. 
The measure first passed the House 
March 20 by a 259-162 vote. Six days 
later, the Senate passed a much 
broader and more liberal version, 57 to 
25. 
The final bill, only slightly different 
from the original House draft, then 
passed the Senate without objection 
April 17 and was approved by the 
House 248 to 166, 28 votes short of two- 
thirds needed to override the veto if the 
same number of congressmen were 
voting.

More American individuals and 
businesses filed bankruptcy petitions 
in March than in any other month in 
history, the government says. This 
reflects a steady increase in the 
number of people unable to cope with 
inflation and recession. 
Over-all bankruptcy filings for fiscal 
1975 are running 35 per cent higher 
than a year earlier and the number of 
financial failures for the year that ends 
June 30 could set a record. 
March is the latest month for which 
figures are available. The statistics 
cover two kinds of bankruptcy filings: 
those by individuals or businesses who 
ask the court to declare them bankrupt 
and those by people or companies 
seeking relief from creditors while 
they work out a system of paying their 
bills. 
The Administrative Office of the 
United States Courts, which records 
the number of bankruptcy and relief 
petitions filed in every federal judicial 
district, provided this update on 
Monday: 
— There were 24,970 bankruptcy 
filings in March, 13 per cent or 2,839 
more filings than in October, the 
previous single highest month on 
record, and 42 per cent or 7,391 filings 
more than in March 1974. 
— The total number of bankruptcy 
filings for the first nine months of 
fiscal 1975 was 184,655, 35 per cent 
more than the 136,597 filings in the first 
nine months of 1974. 
— More people have been going 
broke each month. There were 20,081 
bankruptcy filings in December, 21,264 
in January, 21,763 in February and 
24,970 in March. There was a similar 
pattern a year earlier, but the rate of 
climb was less and the numbers in­ 
volved were smaller. 
No breakdown was available on how 
many bankruptcy filings were made 
by individuals and how many by 
businesses. But in fiscal 1974, only ll 
per cent of all petitions were filed by 
businesses. 
Officials have expressed concern 
that an unprecedented number of 
individuals and businesses will go 
bankrupt this fiscal year. The previous 
high was in 1967 when there were 
208,329 bankruptcies. Officials said in 
December that if the latest rate of 
increase in filings continued, the fiscal 
1975 total could reach 231,660.

Salvaging Addicts 


NEW YORK — DAY TOP is an 
acronym. It stands for “Drug Addicts 
Yield To Persuasion.” It also stands 
for Monsignor William O’Brien. The 
tall pipe-puffing priest runs four Day 
Top sanctuaries in New York State. 
Their “graduates” have a miraculous 
cure rate of 92 per cent. 
By contrast, almost that percentage 
of inmates of the U.S. prison system 
return to crime after being released. 
The late Cardinal Spellman assigned 
young Fr. O’Brien to the task of 
studying just how far drug abuse had 
gone in the archdiocese. He trooped 
Broadway, Harlem and upstate — and, 
like Paul on the road to Damascus, a 
whole new life opened before him. 
“Thre’s no greater satisfaction in 
the world than to have had a hand in 
the cure of a young addict,” O’Brien 
said the other day over a beer that 
lasted half an afternoon. “We had 
Jackie Robinson’s boy. The day he 
‘graduated,’ the toughest ball player 
we may ever have seen just couldn’t 
stop weeping. Jackie kept saying, ‘Ifs 
a miracle . . . a miracle.’ He was so 
proud of that boy, and should have 
been. They had lost contact with each 
other, really, from the time the boy 
was 12.” 
Twelve? seemed young for an addict 


“We had an 6-year old heroin ad­ 
dict,” O’Brien recalled. “And lots of 
kids of IO and 12. At one time in 1958, it 
was estimated that 61 per cent of the 
people of Harlem, including the 
children, were on narcotics. It was 
endemic to the ghetto, a part of the 
whole sorry picture of broken families, 
frustrations, lack of discipline, lack of 
love. 
“But love, a mistaken form of it, at 
least, is a prime cause of addiction 
among the children of the middle class 
through the country. Discipline 
evaporates when the parents come to 
the daffy philosophy that ‘we’re going 
to give your baby everything we didn’t 
have at his age.’ It’s a consuming kind 
of love. He stops growing mentally 
about the age of 12. He becomes his 
own master. He knows that if he does 
anything wrong, the parents will get 
him out of trouble, pay the bill. So he 
remains a baby.” 
Day Top makes much use of the 
“baby” principle. The young person 
who is accepted at one of its havens — 
sometimes instead of being im­ 
prisoned — must first learn to be an 
adult, no matter how young. The 
discipline takes many turns. No one is 
permitted (by the others) to leave a 
crushed cigaret but in an ashtray. He- 
she must clean the ashtray, to make it 
more acceptable to the next user. 
“Not long ago we had a group of 
Bulgarians visit one of our places,” the 
priest said. “Bulgaria has been having 
a rough problem with its young people 
ever since Marseilles was shut down 
and the drug traffic was rechannelled 
through Sofia. It so happens that a boy 
who had applied for aid from us was 
facing a jury of his peers — others, 
boys and girls, of his same age. He told 
the 
most 
heartbreaking 
story 
imaginable: his mother and father had 
been killed in a plane accident when he 
was 12 and after that he was bounced

from relative to relative, school to 
school, and had taken to drugs. The 
Bulgarian group was moved to tears 
when the boy said, ‘Help me . . . help 
me.’ But not the kids. 
“One girl grabbed him by the 
shoulder and screamed at him that he 
was a liar; that it wasn’t the death of 
the mother and father who sent him on 
his way, it was he himself. He was a 
crybaby who didn’t deserve sympathy. 
The others yelled at him the same way. 
Then he was told to go to the kitchen 
and get some food in his belly. He 
started in but the chef made him wash 


dishes for an hour. 
“He was a sorry sight when he came 
back 
into the room where the 
Bulgarians were. Then, suddenly, the 
girl who had screamed at him, and the 
others, said, ‘You are our brother. 
Your ship hit an iceberg and nobody 
lived except you. See that boat ‘way off 
there, coming this way? Swim to meet 
it. Only you can save yourself.’ With 
that the other 140 in the houseswarmed 
in and surrounded him with repeated, 
‘You are our brother.’ 
“He’s ‘graduated’ now, married, 
good man . . . ”.

NEW YORK (AP) - Late last 
summer the country seemed to realize 
suddenly that recession was over­ 
taking inflation as the No. I economic 
problem. 
Up to then even the President had 
been advocating spending cutbacks 
ranging upward from individual 
households 
to 
departments 
of 
government. Inflation must be licked, 
he said. 
Then, as economists pored over their 
analyses, came reports of rising 
joblessness, lagging retail sales, ex­ 
cess plant capacity, swollen in­ 
ventories and other indicators of an 
economy in decline. 
The new consensus was that the 
country better start doing something 
about the deepening recession. 
Jobless benefits were improved and 
a tax rebate and tax reduction bill was 
passed. Campaigns were begun to get 
people to buy cars and thus get the 
autoworkers back on the assembly 
lines. 
Now, as Americans are adjusting to 
the shock of the worst recession since 
the 1930s, some disturbing signs and 
fears are appearing. 
Like the clouds of recession that last 
year sat on the horizon for months 
before rushing in, early signs seem 
relatively harmless.

relatively harmless. But some shrewd 
analysts aren’t inclined to view them 
that way. 
The most obvious signal comes from 
wholesale prices, which in April rose 
at an annual rate of 18 per cent, led by 
two familiar categories: Farm prices 
and processed food prices. 
Some economists still decline to 
decide on the April evidence. Some say 
it is an aberration in a trend to price 
stability. Others say it was expected, 
because prices seldom drop in a 
straight line. 
Still, there is no way anyone can 
ignore the evidence of the past few 
years winch suggests that price in­ 
creases any place in the producer- 
distributor-retailer system are passed 
on down the line. 
Once it was assumed that wholesaler 
They'll Do It Every Time 
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or retailer could absorb brief flurries 
of higher prices. Now we know nobody 
is willing or probably even capable of 
swallowing higher costs. The “bottom 
line” is the consumer. 
The other major distress signal is 
the federal budget deficit’s size. Some 
$60 billion to $70 billion of federal 
borrowing must be accommodated in 
the capital markets for fiscal 1976. 
Financiers 
show 
considerable 
confidence that such a job will not be 
insurmountable—that it can be done 
without depriving business of money 
needed to expand and without driving 
up interest rates. 
But there is developing evidence that 
a return to higher interest rates is 
likely. This too might be an aberration 
in a healthy situation, but based on 
experience, who really can afford this 
view? 
Moreover, one reason why the 
federal debt allegedly can be financed 
without extreme difficulties is that 
private enterprise is in a nonspending 
mood. 
What happens, the critics ask, when 
big business decides it must borrow to 
expand and re-equip its plants for the 
next expansion? Will there be money 
enough for both government and 
business? 
Keep your eye on wholesale prices, 
especially farm and processed food 
prices, and on interest rates. A tornado 
could be brewing.

The court will take comments on the 
proposals into this summer, with the 
rules becoming effective later this 
year, O’Neill said.

Speaking Of Your Health

I sneaked a look at the report of my 
father’s general physical examination 
while I was in the doctor’s office. It 
said he had “chronic pancreatitis.” 
How serious is this condition? 
Miss R. O. I., N.J. 
Dear Miss I.: 
Before I tell you about chronic 
pancreatitis I must first warn my 
readers against the fear-provoking 
habit of “sneaking” a look at a doctor’s 
report. 
The written notes of a physician are 
too complex for the layman to in­ 
terpret. A descriptive term, or a word 
specially adapted to a physician’s 
vocabulary, is meaningful only to him. 
If any translation is to be done, it must 
be made verbally so that the patient 
and his family will not be confused or 
terrified. 
Many patients in a hostpital will 
read their own charts if they are within 
reach. More often than not they will 
find something in the chart that will 
confuse or frighten them. 
A note written as a diagnostic 
speculation, for example, may seem to 
the patient to be a certainty. A 
misinterpretation of a phrase or a 
word can set up a state of real anxiety. 
It is imperative that you tell your 
father’s doctor about your concern. He 
will describe the basic problem and 


also the prognosis (outlook).

A large battery of tests are now 
available to study enzymes, liver 
disease and gall bladder disorders, 
any of which may be the basis for 
chronic pancreatitis. 
Chemical studies of the blood can 
now detect this condition which 
previously may have evaded exact 
diagnosis.

Group Insurance 
Covers Alcoholism 


WALNUT CREEK, Calif. (AP) - A 
recent survey of 17 insurance com­ 
panies writing group disability in­ 
surance in the United States shows all 
of them will cover loss of income 
resulting from alcoholism. 
The survey was made by the Health 
Insurance Institute. 
But, says J. F. Follmann Jr., con­ 
sultant of the institute, there is this 
proviso: 
The alcoholic’s condition should be 
medically recognized and the alcoholic 
must be placed under medical 
supervision. In line with this, the in­ 
surance policies state that disability 
benefits are not forthcoming until the 
alcoholic has agreed to undergo 
treatment to overcome his problem. 
Once the benefits begin they con­ 
tinue as long as the insured continues 
rehabilitation treatment. If he stops, 
benefits stop.

Questions 
Priorities 


ASHLAND, Ohio (AP) — LL Gov. 
Richard Celeste agrees with the 
concept of Gov. James A. Rhodes’ 
“depression-proof” package, but 
questions some of its priorities. 
The Democrat lieutenant governor 
unveiled a counter proposal at a 
weekend Democratic dinner in 
Ashland he claims will provide the 
Rhodes package with a better set of 
priorities while spelling out better 
where the money would come from. 
Celeste recommended that the state 
consider new sewer and water systems 
and mass transportation for both rural 
and urban areas before getting into 
domed stadiums and cancer research 
centers. 
In addition, the programs should be 
drawn up in such a way that it would be 
known where the money would come 
from for each item before it goes into 
effect, he said. 
Celeste said he thought an effective 
program could be worked up that 
would cost less than $1 billion. 
He expressed concern about ad­ 
ditional sales tax and recommended 
using revenue bonds for public 
housing. But he admitted some ad­ 
ditional gasoline tax would be needed 
to expand and complete a state trans­ 
portation system.

The Investigator questioned utility companies in the Circleville and 
Pickaway County area concerning monetary increases to consumers of 
their specific product and the reason for the price increases. Here are the 
answers furnished by the Earnhart Hill Water District. 


(Q.) Approximately how may customers does the Barnhart Hill Water 
District service in Pickaway County? 


(A.) We bill approximately 460 customers. On April 30 of this year we 
billed 462 customers. 


(Q.) What are your present rates to individuals and how much have the 
rates increased in the past year? Six months? Three months? 


(A.) We charge a $10 minimum fee for 6,000 gallons of water. Other costs 
are based on usage. For example, we charge 80 cents per 1,000 for the next 
10,000 gallons, 70 cents per 1,000 for the next 34,000 gallons, 65 cents per 1,000 
for the next 150,000 gallons, and 60 cents per 1,000 for the next 200,000 gallons. 


(Q.) Do you have any extra charges such as installation costs or deposits? 


(A.) We have a membership fee of $300. This fee provides for the labor and 
material for the tap installation, and is not an income account. 
We also request a $20 deposit for customers who are renters. Members 
(property owners) do not have to make a deposit for water services. 


(Q.) Why is there a raise in the cost to consumers? Do you expect to reach 
any ceiling in the selling price? 


(A.) Utilities have increased to us. We purchase water from Consumers 
Water Co. In March, 1973, they increased our cost by 24 per cent. In March, 
1974, they again increased our costs, this time by 28.3 per cent. 
In April, 1974, we were forced to pass along to our customers a five per 
cent rate increase. We have not increased our rate since. 
Consumers Water Co. has again increased our water cost in February of 
this year by a 70.32 per cent rate structure. We are presently performing 
rate studies to counter this expense. 
The cost to the consumer is strictly influenced by the cost to us. We are a 
membership-owned, federally funded, non-profit corporation. 


(Q.) What are your different payment plans and which one is the most 
popular with consumers in the area? 


(A.) Monthly payments. 


(Q.) Are you aware of any federal or state legislation to lower the rates of 
persons on fixed incomes? Does your company see any need for such 
legislation? 


(A.) No, however our present rate study gives consideration for a lower 
gallon minimum at a lower dollar minimum. We would hope to accomplish 
an incentive to conserve water and a lower cost to fixed income persons. 


(Q.) Are efforts by the consumer helping to reduce the load of water 
consumed? What additional measures could the consumer implement to 
conserve more? 


(A.( We suspect that the public is becoming more energy conscious. The 
average gallons used per family has reduced slightly in the last year. 
We hope implementation of a proper rate structure might help more. 


(Q.) By what process is your water manufactured? Where is it produced 
and by what means is it brought to the consumer? 


- (A.) We are a water transmission system and have only pumping stations. 
Consumers Water Company presently produces and treats the water for us. 


(Q.) Who may customers call with questions concerning billing 
procedures? 


(A.) Customers may call our office at 474-1591. 


Lobbyist Bill On Back Burner 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — They 
hold impressive titles such as 
“ legislative liaison” and “ coordinator 
for legislative affairs,” but the 
lawmakers who are the objects of their 
affectionate attention know them 
simply as lobbyists. 


In the public mind, they often are 
viewed as slightly suspicious high 
pressure 
salesmen 
who 
exert 
disproportionate influence in the Ohio 
General Assembly on behalf of special 
interest groups. 
“ A lot of people think it’s a dirty 


word,” said Atty. Gen. William J. 
Brown, who will propose a bdl this 
week to tighten up restrictions on 
lobbyists’ spending practices. 


The secretary of state’s office lists 
387 registered lobbyists in Columbus, 
who represent a myriad of interests 
'rom big labor and big business to 
intique automobile clubs. They 
•eportedly spent up to $500,000 in 
•ecent two-year sessions of the Gener­ 
al Assembly. 


If the public image of lobbyists is at 
least vaguely shady, they are at the 
same time generally held in high 
regard by legislators and other state 
officials. 
Brown believes most lobbyists are 
“very knowledgeable, hardworking 
and trustworthy,” but he said the law 
should be strengthened to “ show 
everybody what everybody else is 
doing.” 


Most state officials probably would 
agree with James Marsh, assistant 
secretary of state, who said, “ I think 
the concensus is that the law isn’t very 
satisfactory with regard to indicating 
who is influencing legislation, or who is 
influencing legislators.” 
The present law requires lobbyists to 
register with the state and list itemized 
amounts spent in their efforts to 
promote various bills. In fact, some 
lobbyists list only lump sums and omit 
the names of legislators and the bills 
that have attracted their interest. 


Brown’s proposal would require the 
strict listing of names and bills for all 
lobbying money after the first $225 
spent annually by each “ legislative 
agent” on each individual state 
senator or representative. 


Violators would be subject to up to 
six months imprisonment and a $1,000 
fine for the first offense with felony 
penalties provided for repeaters. Late 
filing of expenses would cost lobbyists 
$100 a day in fines. 
A similar bill never got a hearing 
during the last session of the General 
Assembly, and Brown conceded the 
measure was not one of his first prior­ 
ities this year. 
The attorney general and Sen. Oliver 
Ocasek, D-27 Akron, Senate majority 
leader, both contend the current post- 
Watergate morality era is a prime 
time for enactment of such a bill. 
“ I think the lobbying law is weak and 
ineffective and it needs to be improved 
on,” said Ocasek. “ It has a better 
chance now than at any time. We have 
a new breed now. Government is out in 
the open.”

MONTREAL (A P) — More than IOO 
riot police early today freed IO 
hostages held captive in an aircraft 
plant by about 50 striking union 
members. 
The police arrested a number of the 
union men and took control of the 
building 
in

Police used clubs and tear gas 
against the workers, who broke into a 
building at the United Aircraft plant in 
suburban Longueuil after a Quebec 
Federation of Labor rally protesting 
the provincial government’s proposed 
legislation against corruption in the 
construction industry. 
The men reportedly demanded the 
government kill the legislation and 
also bring about a settlement of their 
16-month-old strike against the air­ 
craft company. 
They took two women and eight men 
hostage. 
Four 
policemen 
were 
reported injured. 
The strikers invaded the plant 
during a riot at the main gate which a 
police spokesman said might have 
been staged to provide cover for the 
invasion. 
The rioters came from a meeting at 
which the president of the Quebec

attacked 
the

After the rally, about 2,000 workers 
marched on the nearby aircraft plant.

Ohio Canal System Nears 
Its Sesquicentennial 
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Eight Plead G uilty 
In Com m on Pleas Court 


CANAL BOAT—This is a scene along the 
Ohio and Erie Canal at Buckeye Lake. The 
canal system will observe 150th anniversary 
of the beginning of its construction this 


summer. It played an important role in the 
history and the growth of Circleville and 
Pickaway County. 


This year marks the sesquicen­ 
tennial of the beginning of construction 
of the Ohio Canal System and will be 
marked with a celebration at Newark, 
Ohio on July 4th. 
In 1825 vast forests and untraveled 
areas separated the north on Lake 
Erie from the more populous border on 
the Ohio River. To grow and prosper 
the state needed to connect these areas 
and to transport its farm products. 
Roads were no better than paths 
cleared through the woods. A good 
team might pull a ton or two in good 
weather. On a canal the same team 
might pull a barge loaded with 60 tons 
in good weather or bad. Canal routes 
generally follow the principal river 


valleys, using dams and reservoirs to 
maintain a constant supply of water. 


Ceremonies marking the beginning 
of construction of the Ohio and Erie 
Canal were held near Newark in 
Licking County. On July 4, 1825 
Governor Jeremiah Morrow of Ohio, 
Governor Dewitt Clinton of New York 
and other dignitaries turned the first 
shovelfuls of earth. The Erie Canal in 
New York was completed later that 
year and its construction was a 
valuable source of both information 
and laborers for Ohio’s canal builders. 


With not much more than pick, 
shovel and wheelborrow, the canals 
were dug. The state contracted with

most requently asked by taxpayers. 
(Q) As a result of a libel suit, I won 
compensation from an editor of a 
publication who printed damaging 
editorial statements about me. Is this 
compensation taxable? 
(A) Compensation for damages to 
your character or for personal injury 
or illness is not taxable. But punitive 
damages and compensation for lost 
profits are includable in income. 
(Q) I am the executor of a relative’s 
will. When am I supposed to file a tax 
return for him? 
(A) If you must file a final return as 
an executor, administrator or legal 
representative of a taxpayer who died 
during the year, the return is due on 
the fifteenth day of the fourth month 
after the close of the deceased tax­ 
payer’s normal tax year. In most 
cases, this will be April 15. If you must 
file a return for an estate or trust, it is 
due on the fifteenth day of the fourth 
month after the close of its tax year. 
(Q) I had a bad debt which I 
deducted in a previous year. However, 


I recently recovered the money from 
the debtor. How do I handle this on my 
tax return? 
(A) Amounts you recover after 
having deducted them in previous 
years, such as bad debts, medical 
expenses, taxes, losses, etc., must be 
included in your income in the year of 
recovery to the extent that the 
deductions decreased your tax in the 
year they were deducted. 
(Q) Are campaign contributions 
taxable income to a candidate for 
office? 
(A) Campaign contributions are not 
income to a candidate unless they are 
diverted to his personal use. To be 
exempt from tax, the contributions 
must be spent for campaign purposes 
or retained in a fund for use in future 
campaigns. However, interest earned 
on bank deposits, dividends received 
on contributed securities, and net 
gains on sales of contributed securities 
are taxable and must be reported on 
Form 1041, U.S. Fiduciary Income Tax 
Return.

contractors who had worked on the 
Erie Canal. Laborers worked from 
sunrise to sunset for thirty cents a day 
with board and lodging. Work was 
often stopped because of malaria, 
typhoid, cholera and smallpox as well 
as bad weather. 
From Cleveland, then a small 
village on the lake, to Akron, not yet 
much of a village at all, the canal 
followed the Cuyahoga River, South of 
Akron it followed the Tuscarawas. 
Waters of the Muskingham and 
Licking Rivers were used as the canal 
proceeded from Coshocton to Dresden 
and Newark. Then the canal turned 
toward the Scioto River and followed it 
south 
through 
Circleville 
and 
Chillicothe to Portsmouth on the Ohio 
River. 
The Ohio and Erie Canal, over 330 
miles long, was fully completed in 
1834. Many sections had been in use 
before that date. 
Ground-breaking ceremonies for the 
Miami Canal were held near Mid­ 
dletown in Butler County on July 21, 
1825. This canal was to run from 
Cincinnati to Dayton, and satisfied the 
political requirement that the most 
populous part of the state not be left 
out. In later years it became the Miami 
and Erie Canal and continued from 
Dayton through Piqua, Delphos and 
Defiance, then down the Maumee 
valley to Toledo. In 1845 the 266 mile 
long canal was complete. Ohio now had 
two canals linking the Ohio River with 
Lake Erie. 
Eight shorter canals totaling almost 
400 miles were built later with private 
and state funds, linking the two main 
canals with other parts of the state. 
Two in the western part of Ohio joined 
canals in Indiana. Two others linked 
Ohio with Pennsylvania. 
The canals opened the interior of the 
state and increased the income of the 
people. Some portions of the canals 
continued in use into the twentieth 
century, but railroads made the 
canals obsolete. With the advent of 
cheap oil, the steam engine has faded 
away and now the railroads are 
disappearing in favor of high-speed 
highways and air travel.

Report Ruppert 
Can Stand Trial 


HAMILTON, Ohio (AP) — James 
Ruppert, a 41-year-old bachelor ac­ 
cused of slaying ll members of his 
family during an Easter gathering, 
was described by a psychologist at a 
Monday court hearing as a person in 
great need of being a family man. 
A three-man team of physicians 
testified they felt the form er drafts­ 
man is mentally competent to stand 
trial. 
He is charged with fatally shooting 
his mother, brother, sister-in law and 
eight nieces and nephews. 


At frequent intervals, terrible- 
tempered Gerald would swear at the 
operators in the local telephone office. 
Warned to cease and desist, he paid no 
attention. 
Finally the company disconnected 
his service. Gerald, angrier than ever, 
went to court to demand damages. 
“This is censorship,” he charged at 
the hearing. “A little profanity just 
happens to come natural to me. They 
have to make some allowance for 
human nature.” 
But the court ruled that Gerald had 
no claim. The court said a telephone 
company has the power to impose 
reasonable restrictions, such as a ban 
on profanity, in the use of its facilities. 
However, these restrictions must 
indeed be reasonable. Another case 
also involved a subscriber who had 
used purple language to an operator. 
But this time, after the man received 
a warning from the company, he had 
not repeated the offense. Only later, as 
an after-thought, did the company cut 
off his service. 
A court ruled that in this situation, 
the company had acted in an arbitrary 
and unlawful manner. The judge said 
the subscriber was entitled to a fair 
chance to “mend his ways before being 
deprived of this most convenient 
means of communication.” 
In a third case, a woman’s telephone 
was disconnected because — said the 
company — she had refused to pay her 
bill. It turned out, however, that there 
was a bona fide dispute as to how much 
money she really owed. 
A court, again invoking basic fair­ 
ness, held that the company could 
indeed be assessed for the harm done, 
since this was no way to settle an 
honest argument. There would have 
been plenty of time, the court felt, to 
cut off service after the rights and 
wongs of the argument had been 
ironed out.

A footnote, Abby : To illustrate how 
much progress has been made in 
achieving political and economic 
justice, in 1845 three young women who 
were employed as copyists in the U.S. 
Patent Office were threatened with the 
loss of their jobs. 
A member of Congress wrote to the 
secretary of the Interior, Robert 
McClland, on behalf of one of the 
copyists and eceived the following 
response: 
“ There is every disposition on my 
part to do anything for the lady in 
question except to retain her or any of 
the other females who work in the 
rooms of the Patent Office. I have no 
objection to the employment of 
females in the performance of such 
duties as they are competent to 
discharge, but there is such obvious 
inpropriety in the mixing of sexes 
within the walls of a public office that I 
have determined to arrest the prac­ 
tice.” 


The lady in question lost her job, 
anyway. But she later distinguished 
herself in a job considered exclusively 
male. 
The lady’s name was Clara Barton. 
Her work on the Civil War battlefields 
and as founder of the American Red 
Cross make her one of the most 
illustrious women in our nation’s 
history.

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Khmer Rouge Soldiers Live Spartan Life 


BANGKOK, Thailand (AP) — 
Cambodia’s victorious Khmer Rouge 
soldiers live in the manner of medieval 
monks. Poverty, chastity, obedience 
are the rules. Exercise is a daily regi­ 
men, and drinking, raising hell and 
chasing women are taboo. 


Foreigners released from Phnom 
Penh last week say the average 
soldiers are simple peasant youths 
bewildered by modem mechanical 
gadgetry, apparently untutored in 
political ideology and tightly con­ 
trolled by the iron hand of their 
leaders. There are separate women’s 
combat units as well as boy soldiers 
described as “very aggressive, 
dangerous and without fear.” 


Bernard Gaude, a Frenchman who 
lived in Cambodia for 26 years under 
four different regimes, spent two 
weeks with the Khmer Rouge in 
Phnom Penh and its vicinity after the 
city fell April 17 and provided one of 
several accounts of their austere 
lifestyle: 


“They’d wake up at 4 sharp every 
morning and do about two hours of 
calesthenics and other physical 
exercise. This was followed by some 
close order drill with weapons. Then 
they’d go about their daily tasks, 
sweeping the streets and cleaning up 
the buildings. 
“At night, groups of them would 
gather together for what may have 
been self-criticism sessions. Several of 
them would sit in a circle and one 
would stand up and start talking, 
looking rather sheepish at times, 
scratching his chin and so on. 


“For food, they carried a little 
basket with some rice, little bits of 
dried fish and prahoc (fish sauce). 
They didn’t drink any alcohol. 
Sometimes when they’d open up a 
bottle and discover it was wine or li­ 
quor they threw it away. But there was 
a formidable consumption of Pepsi- 
Colas and orangeades when they came 
in. They drank them warm and were 
as happy as kings. 


“They said men and women in the 
army were kept apart and that soldiers 
were not allowed to have sex. They told 
me: ‘If you were one of us you’d have 
to be able to get along without a 
woman.’ 
“At night, patrols would move 
through the streets without a word. A 
column would pass by as silently as if 
it were in a rice paddy. All the men 
wore light sandals. I was very im­ 
pressed. It is not surprising that they 
won.”

comic relief to Westerners trapped 
inside the Cambodian capital and 
uncertain about their fate. The soldiers 
put the axe to automobiles they 
couldn’t start, ransacked pharmacies 
in search of vitamins and popped 
assorted pills into their mouths. 
Sometimes the men would get angry 
when someone took their photograph 
and couldn’t instantly come up with 
the print. 
“They were crazy about radios, 
watches and cloth, but they had little 
use for anything else,’’ Gaude said. 
“They are IOO per cent peasants who 
came into the city after five years and 
naturally they went a little wild. But it 
didn’t last long.’’ 
Gaude and others said many Khmer 
Rouge harbored strong anti-American 
feelings arising from first-hand ex­ 
periences of massive U.S. bombings 
and U.S.-supplied firepower. Ameri­ 
cans were often equated with the B52s; 


some Khmer Rouge told Gaude that 
had it not been for these the insurgents 
would have taken Phnom Penh much 
sooner. 
The Frenchman said there are a 
number of different groups within the 
victorius army, nationalists of dif­ 
ferent varieties as well as several 
kinds of Communists — some with 
Chinese or North Vietnamese leanings, 
others with a Soviet bias. 
“There was a certain feeling that all 
was not right among the various 
groups, that there was a powder keg 
that might explode into still further 
fighting,” Gaude said. 
Whatever division exists, a well 
organized group had to be in command 
to engineer the total depopulation of 
Phnom Penh. Gaude said it was “ter­ 
rifyingly magnificent...to see a city of 
3 million emptied within three days.” 
Along with the young and healthy, 
the old, the sick, the pregnant and the 


dying were forced to march out of the 
city’s hospitals, packed with thousands 
of badly wounded soldiers and 
civilians. 
“There was cruelty in this,” Gaude 
said, “but I saw some real compassion 
and sadness in the faces of the Khmer 
Rouge soldiers watching the exodus. I 
could see it as they watched pregnant 
women passing by, some of them 
moving very slowly, bent over, 
stopping every few feet to rest.” 
“But they could do nothing. They 
were controlled by an iron hand.” 
Many persons were reported left 
dying by the roadside. 
Some foreigners reported seeing 
people who refused to leave their 
homes gunned down. There have been 
no reliable accounts of mass execu­ 
tions or wholesale massacres. But 
some observers believe many officials 
and military officers of the former 
regime may have been killed.

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) - Defending 
champion Johnny Rutherford is 18 
positions to the good over where he 
started last year’s Indianapolis 500, 
but that’s just not good enough. 
Rutherford, who qualified on the 
inside of the third row, fully expected 
to be somewhere near the pole 
position, where he sat two years ago. 
The man who holds the Indianapolis 
Motor Speedway records for one-and 
four-lap qualifying speeds is in the 
May 25 race with an average of 185.995 
miles an hour. That’s nearly 14 m.p.h. 
slower than his 1973 record effort of 
198.413 and well under last year’s 
190.446 when he was second fastest 
qualifier. 
In May of 1974, Rutherford was 
forced to start in the 25th position after 
a blown engine on the first morning of 
qualifying forced him to qualify a week 
later. 
Rutherford’s charge from near the 
rear of the pack was one of the great 
accomlishments in the 58-year history 
of the Indy classic. He became the first 
man to win from that far back since 
Louis Meyer won from 28th in 1936. 
But week-long problems with his 
Team McLaren entry leading up to 
Saturday’s disappointing qualifying 
run had the normally cheery Texan 
watching his shoetops and keeping his 
mouth shut. 
“Of course, I’m happy to be the 
defending champion,” Rutherford said 
before qualifying.

The contents of all residential 
buildings can be insured up to $10,000 
per unit as 35 cents per $100 of 
coverage, and the rate goes to 75 cents 
per $100 for the contents of all 
nonresidential structures up to a 
maximum of $100,000 in coverage per 
unit. 
Policies are effective immediately 
during the first 30 days the insurance 
becomes available. After the first 30 
days, there is a 15-day waiting period. 
The policies can be purchased from 
any licensed local property insurance 
agent or broker. The CNA Insurance, 
111 East 4th Street, Cincinnati, Ohio 
45202 has been designated as the flood 
insurance servicing company for this 
area. Agents and brokers may obtain 
policy forms, rates, flood insurance 
manuals, and any other necessary 
information from this company. 
The FIA, Hunter explained, is in the 
process of publishing maps showing 
the special flood hazard areas in ap­ 
proximately 20,000 communities 
across the country.

Information on these subjects will be 
collected during the week of May 19 
from a sampling of households in this 
area. Results of this monthly survey 
provide a continuing measure of 
economic conditions in the country. 
Households in this survey are among 
the 50,000 nationwide that have been 
scientifically selected to represent a 
cross section of all U.S. households. All 
information they supply is held con­ 
fidential by law and is used only to 
compile statistical totals.
